Congressman Discusses 
Views at Local Banquet 


Quite a large audience met Major 


Walter F. Lineberger at a banquet held 
in Oddfellows' hall on Monday evening. 
D. •}?. Stafford offered the invocation 
and after an excellent supper provided 
by the ladiefr of the Methodist church, 
Toastmaster Malcolm J. McCarthy call- 
ed the meeting to order and in a brief 
address recalled the humorous story of 
an old-time election campaign where 
the wife of the opponent was accused 
of poisoning the neighbor's cat, his boy 
of stealing the gate from the fence in 
front of the Methodist church, his girls 
of putting sticky flypaper in Deacon 
Wilkins' pew, and he himself of push- 
ing his mother-in-law into the dumb- j 
waiter, pulling her to the top story and 
letting her drop three floors to the 
kitchen.

FLY IS FOUND TO 
END FUMIGATION 


OF CITRUS TREES 


Tiny Parasite "Aphycus" Attacks 


Black Scale, Cleaning Trees 
and 
Replacing 
Fumigation 


By EDWAKD INSLEY 


Here is news worth many millions 


of dollars to Southern California. There 
are thousands of 'citrus growers to 
whom it is worth thousands of dollars 
each. 
Multiply that. 


By way of illustration: It saves me 


nearly $300 n year for my.ten acres of 
oranges at Covina. Most of my trees 
are yet small. It will save, my neighbor 
more than $500 a year, because his trees 
arc larger. 


Capitalize $500 n year at 7 per cent 


—about $7143, isn't it? Divide that by 
ten, to get the "per acre" and then 
multiply it by the citrus acreage in 
Southern California! 


More than $700 an acre added to the 


value of the citrus orchards of this 
great section! And if that seems extra- 
vagant, the full truth is much more so. 
For it should include the tremendous 
saving that will result from the elim- 
ination of the damage done by the 
black scale every year to our citrus crop, 
in addition to the annual expense for 
fumigation, to keep the scale some- 
what under control. 


HERE IS BIG NEWS 


This is the biggest piece of horticul- 


tural news for Southern California since 
the advent of the lady bug—the blessed 
little parasite that saved our orchards 
from destruction by the cotton cush- 
iony scale, a first cousin of the black 
scale which we have been fighting so 
long, but with the dismal prospect of 
losing at the end, because the devilish 
little black thing has shown a disposi- 
tion, through "tolerance," to become 
accustomed to cyanide'of potassium and 
all other lethal agents. 


But the Armageddon that was fought 


with the cotton cushiony scale was 
away back in 1885, so long ago that 
most persons, even some old timers 
have no conception of its importance. 
It was life or death for the industry 
then. The whole history of Southern 
California would have been changed if 
the battle had been lost. 


The lady bug turned the trick for us 


then. A smaller and less known para- 


hear much more—has arrived in our 
midst to rout the deadly black scale. 


Not only •will it save us the great 


annual expense of fumigation, and the 
great annual loss in orchards that have 
not been fumigated, or inefficiently f urn 
igated, but it will obviate that very 
frequent calamity of trees destroyed bj 
careless use of fumigating agents. Only 
a citrus man understands how enormou 
is this one item.

ists—is destined quickly to sweep awaj 
the canvas fumigating tents, as thoug] 
they were a tented army struck by a 
typhoon from the Indian ocean. 


CONDENSED POWER 


No laboratory of an Edison or a 


Marconi impresses one with the star] 
simplicity of its powers like the biologi 
cal. A little test tube the size a drug 
gist might give you with two cents 
worth of Epsom salts, may hold th 
fate of armies or nations—or if hu 
monity itself! 


I wish that some of the thousands o 


citrus ranchers might have been with 
me yesterday when I visited a small 
8x10 "biological laboratory" on Cy- 
press avenue, near Covina. Just a near- 
ly-bare little room off the garage of E. 
M. Bosworth, citrus rancher. Super- 
heated, so warm that the bare-armed 
Bosworth dripped perspiration while he 
showed its few mysteries to me and 
James R. Hodges, horticultural inspect- 
or for the district. 


On the floor at one side, a pile of 


pepper tree cuttings, black with scale— 
the pepper tree is a' notorious host of 
the scale. At the windows, white can- 
vas. Bosworth held one of the tupcnny- 
tubes against the white canvas and 
shook into it a tiny fly—aphycus. Fifty 
times, and the bottle is full. The little 
•'Cus propagates every thirty days, 100 
to 150 is its offspring. Multiply 150 
for the first month. Then multiply that 


rhich has always pervaded Southern 
Salifornia and characterized the citrus 
ndustry on many a hard fought battle- 
eld. 
We all heard about "the little Cus" 
couple of years ago, but were told by 
lie authorities—all of them—that he 
was not for us of the interior valleys. 
He could not live through the year ex- 
opting in the moister localities nearer 
ho coast, where the scale hatches un- 
vcnly, and serves as host the year 
ound. He would not thrive and mul- 
iply in the Covina, Pomona, Monrovia, 
'asadena, Redlands, Riverside, San Ber- 
ardino districts, and others. Interest- 
ng but sad. 


The curious hesitancy 
with which 


reat changes sometimes are brought 
bout is exemplified in the history of 
he aphycus. 
The parasite was first 


rought to this state by the pest control 
ureau about ten years ago. It did not 
eceive proper demonstration, however, 
ntil 1919, when several colonies were 
ntroduced into the famous 1000-acre 
imonera ranch at Santa Paula, belong- 
ng to C. C. Teague. 


You must hand it to Mr. Teague for 
Iways being up in front of the citrus 
larade. When it comes to raising citrus 
ruit, he knows nearly all of it, and he 
nows it first. 


FLY PUT TO WORK 


When the others of us heard about 


he aphycus it had cleaned tip Mr. 
'eague's 1000 acres and added ineiden- 
ally a few hundred thousand dollars to 
he value of the property. But it would 
lot do for the rest of us. Oh, no! At 
east we were told so, publicly and pri- 
vately^ at citrus institutes, and in citrus 
rade organs. Aphy would not live with 
is long enough to get acquainted with 
iur little black pest. - 


Jimmy Hodges, the Covina horticul- 


ural inspector, didn't say much, .but 
ic thought a lot. And Jimmy does his 
own thinking, particularly about bugs 
and trees, concerning which he knowrs 
as much as the dean and all the profs— 
and then some. Jimmy is an old-timer 
of the "show me" variety. 


I take off my hat to Jimmy Hodges, 


for he has shown all of us the value of 
ixperiment over theory. 


In January of last year he obtained 


a small colony from Mr. Teague through 
the California Fruit Growers Exchange 
and placed the bugs in pepper trees 
on the ranch of T. F. Griswold, Citrus 
and Cypress avenues, Covina. 


In March of last year he put 2500 


in the five-acre ranch owned by W. B.

Mrs. Elizabeth Elston of Irwindale, wh'o 
has made a study of the amendments on 
the November ballot in her. capacity as 
state superintendent of civics for the

the passage of the water and power act 
was published by her in the October is- 
sue of the Southern California White 
Ribbon, the official organ of the state 
W. C. T. U.) 


Under the title, "Kind oft Taxes that 


Hurt," the writer has noticed in local 
papers a bunch of misleading, twisted 
statements regarding the water and 
power act, No. 19 on the ballot, Nov. 7. 


This measure has nothing to do with 


taxation, is not a tax measure, and does 
not spend a cent of state money. It 
does not authorize a debt of $500,000,- 
000 to be met by taxation. It simply 
loans the credit of the state to be used 
to develop water and power. 


We must not lose sight of the fact 


that bonds are simply notes—promises 
to pay. State bonds are the state's 
promises to pay. 


A father gives his note to raise 


money to support a son"'s family and 
pays the note when due. Some state 
bonds are like that. The same father 
signs a note with another son, thereby 
enabling this son to go into a paying 
business. The son pays off the note with 
his first profits. This is quite a differ- 
ent affair. The father has not given 
this son one cent. He has only loaned 
him his credit. The water and power 
bonds will be like the last case. The 
only money(the state will give the wa- 
ter and power beard will be $250,000 to 
start with, and it is to be paid back 
with the first bonds sold. 


The $500,000,000 is simply the limit 


of credit to be used and not all at once, 
but through the years. It is to be used 
only $5,000,000 at a time. Development 
of water and power is a safe business, 
with none of the uncertainties of min- 
ing and oil. Also its market is more 
sure than manufacturing. When a pro- 
ject is approved it means the water is 
there and the people arc there to use it. 
Neither will run away.

handled. And the ranchers are clamor- 
ing for more of them. The supply is 
woefully inadequate to the demand.

CONSTRUCTION OF LAYING 


HOUSE

GOOD SUPPLY OF FERTILIZER 
An ordinary hen, says Mr. Insley, 


voids nearly 75 pounds of manure an- 
nually. 
The droppings, however, are 


not applied directly to the land in the 
raw state. Gypsum is spread over the 
dropping boards, and by means of an 
overhead track litter carrier, the mix- 
ture is conveyed at each cleaning to a 
screened manure pit. 


But the production of fertilizer does 


not end with this process. Instead of 
ordinary litter, bean-straw is used on 
the floors of the laying houses. And the 
daily scrapings 
from the 
dropping 


boards for one week are mixed with 
160 pounds of this straw, removed from 
the houses at the weekly renovation. 


APPLYING TO ORCHARD 


The mixture of manure, gypsum and 


bean straw is allowed to accumulate in 
the screened compartment for several 
weeks, being hauled into the orchard 
six or eight times a year and well scat- 
tered about the trees and between the 
rows. 


"Poultry manure is a very rich, con- 


centrated fertilizer," warns Mr. Insley, 
"and I do not believe it should be .ap- 
plied directly in large quantities to the 
orchard. Especially do I discourage the 
use of this kind of manure about the 
base of the trees. 


'' The gypsum is a good absorbent, in- 


suring the salvage of all liquids; fur- 
thermore it is of value in correcting 
certain soil conditions. Its sulphur con- 
tent I believe to be even more import- 
ant than is generally realized. It is 
comparatively inexpensive and is more 
easily' applied to the dropping boards 
than sand." 


The value' of the bean stray as a 


source of nitrogen and humus is em- 
phasized. Because of its leguminous 
quality, the straw of the bean is par- 
ticularly rich in nitrogenous material, 
which disintegrates quickly and soon 
increases the humus content of the soil. 


The effect of the sulphur is especially 


noticeable in the small patch of alfalfa 
on the Insley ranch, maintained for 
constant production of green feed for 
the hens. An unusually high yield is 
obtained. 
The alfalfa is chopped in a 


power-driven grinder. During the win- 
ter months barley is grown. Mr. Insley 
believes heartily in the necessity for 
supplying plenty of green stuff. 


Especially is this true, ho points out, 


where the hens are kept in close con- 
finement, as in his highly concentrated 
plant. 


"I have come to believe that poultry 


should either bo closely confined or 
should have free range," ho asserts. 
"There does not seem to be any profit 
able compromise." No runs are pro- 
vided for the lusley stock; they are 
held constantly within the laying hous- 


ed and provided; with protection in 
damp or windy weather. 


Electric lights are turned on at 4 


a.m. during the winter months. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS ADVOCATED 
"The use of lights undoubtedly in- 


crease egg production during the win- 
ter season," asserts the owner. 
"But 


each hen seems capable of producing 
just so many eggs per year, and I be- 
lieve will show a corresponding falling 


off. in egg yield during the late season. 
However, it is good business, of course, 
'to get more eggs when prices are higher, 
and, even though the hens molt a little 
earlier, poultrymen appear justified in 
the use of lights, for it seems apparent 
that no permanent injury results."

equipped brooder house, with stove, 
which showed evidence olf long disuse.

San Gabriel Silver Mine 


In Old-Time Activity 


Five miles north of Azusa, in the San 


Gabriel canyon, a party of Covina men 
paid a visit to Silver Inn last Wednes- 
day to investigate the workings of tho 
old Victoria silver mine which had re- 
cently been acquired by new owners. 


Some forty years ago a British syndi- 


cate spent half a million dollars in de- 
velopment, and in ten years took hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
silver ore and concentrates from tun- 
nels in the side of the mountain. 


For thirty years no work has been 


done in the. mine. The low value of 
silver at one time, the slow and expen- 
sive method of transportation by pack 
train, and dishonest management, dis- 
gusted the English owners and the mine 
was shut down. 


Things have changed since then. Tho 


world has forgotten William Jennings 
Bryan's "sixteen-to-one" policy and 
the price of silver has gone up. 


Up-to-date transportation and modern 


methods of smelting will reduce tho 
ost of production, increase the yield of 
silver and make fortunes for the new 
owners. The journey across the river

DURBIN STATION 
IS RECOMMENDED 
AS SEWER OUTLET 


County Health Officer Thinks Lo- 


cation Near San Gabriel River 
Would Serve More Territory 
and Cause Less Friction. 


In furtherance of the policy of giving 


our readers all available information on 
the sewer problem, as it affects the Co- 
vina and West Coviua districts, the 
Argus publishes below a letter sent by 
the department of health of Los Angeles 
ccanty to the city council of Cuvina: 


September 30, 1022. 


City Council, 
Covina, California. 


Gentlemen: Wo have been unofficial- 


ly informed that the city of Covina con- 
templates the establishment of a sew- 
age collection and disposal system in 
the near future. The inhabitants of the 
districts south and west of the city of 
Covitia are greatly alarmed over the 
prospects of the use of a fifty-acre tract 
located in their territory. 


It is the earnest desire of the county 


health office to prevent the occurrence 
of any nuisance resulting from sewage 
or waste water disposal in -the county 
territory. It is much easier to take 
steps to prevent a public nuisance be- 
fore it actually exists than to abate it 
after its establishment. It is my sin- 
cere opinion that the City of Covina 
will never succeed in the operation of a 
sewage disposal plant on the fifty-four 
acres southwest of the city. 


May I also call your attention to the 


fact that the territory contiguous to 
the city of Coviua undoubtedly will, in 
time, become a part of your city; that, 
therefore, you should plan your public 
works in such a manner that utilities 
may be easily made use of by the con- 
tiguous territory when they become a 
part of your city. 


It would be a serious mistake to 


arouse the inhabitants surrounding your 
city to a point where co-operation would 
become impossible. In my experience, 
the spread of contagious diseases does 
not recognize any political boundary 
lines and property damage due to un- 
favorable conditions affects 
districts 


not only outside the city but also in the 
city. 


Further efforts to dispose of sewage 


or waste water on the so-called present 
sewage farm would only lead to the in- 
corporation of territory adjacent to Co- 
vina which will forever be a barrier to 
the growth of your city and automati- 
cally shut off the use of the farm. 


May I therefore suggest an alterna- 


tive plan of establishing a sewage dis- 
posal plant west of Durbin station at 
about the junction of Walnut wash with, 
the San Gabriel river? A preliminary 
investigation has been made and it is 
the opinion in our office that a pipe 
line can be laid from the city of Co- 
viua, starting at or near Puente avenue 
and Hollenbeck avenue, following in a 
general direction Puente avenue to 
Vineland avenue, thence to the main 
boulevard 
leading 
through 
Baldwin 


Park and from Baldwin Park following 
the Pacific Electric car line to Durbin 
station. 


Such a line would eventually serve all 


of the territory contiguous, which te'r- 
ritory would, of course, be required to 
pay for the use of any privileges given. 


The time has come when the sewage 


disposal problem should be handled 
from a constructive angle, serving all 
of the people's needs in a given terri- 
tory in such a manner that continual 
friction over the methods -would be 
eliminated. 


I trust your board will understand 


that the county office has had consider- 
able experience with the general prob- 
lem of sewage disposal and the history 
of the light at the Pasadena sewer 
farm 
and Monterey Park, together 


with similar cases in other districts, 
which leads us to urge a constructive 
policy. 


We have no desire to interfere in the 


local affairs of the city of Covina, but 
the disposal of sewage in the county 
territory requires approval by this of- 
fice and we will not approve of any lo- 
cution that will damage the public 
health of the residents in the county. 
May I therefore suggest that your board 
seriously consider the matter of a 
change of plan on the grounds that the 
proposed location will not meet with 
the opposition that the present so-called 
sewer farm has aroused?

Frosted Fruit Act Held 


Invalid in State Court 


The California Fruit and Vegetable 


Standardization Act of 1921, under 
which the state department of agricul- 
ture was given power to decide what 
oranges should be considered too badly 
frozen for shipment, was declared in- 
valid by the state supreme court. 


The provision that "oranges shall be 


declared unfit for shipment when frost- 
ed to the extent of endangering the 
reputation of the citrus industry if 
shipped,'' was declared to be too vague, 
indefinite and uncertain. 


The act delegated it to the state de- 


partment of Agriculture to determine 
what should constitute frozen oranges 
within the meaning of the law, but the 
court held this to be improper, since it 
vested an administrative 
body 
with 


legislative powers 


T. H. Peppers, a leading orange grow- 


er of Southern California, attacked the 
act by filing with the supreme court a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
after he had been arrested for shipping 
these boxes of frozen oranges not in- 
spected and passed by inspectors of the 
state department of agriculture. The 
court granted him the writ and dis- 
charged him from custody. 


Under the act, the department of 


agriculture had defined oranges unfit for 
shipment as those showing drying in 
20 per cent or more of exposed puls as 
shown on a transverse section through 
the center of the fruit and having 
crystals and crystaline deposits on two 
or more segments of the orange.

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tract the thing he longs for. 


He is obeying the law of attraction and in a little while we 


see him with a newsstand of his own. But he does not stop 
there—he keeps dreaming, planning, working for something a 
little larger, and soon he adds books and stationery to his stock 
in trade. Before long we find him with a large stand in a rail- 
way station or in some public place—always saving, dreaming, 
planning and thinking success. In a few years he owns a hand- 
some shop and becomes a real factor in the business world. 
His whole mental life is poured into that one channel and of 
course he is continually increasing his magnetic power to at- 
tract to himself money and all other things he may desire. 


The ambition to become rich is not a lofty one, and the man

and work for. Blessed is the man who is costituted mentally 
and physically that his whole soul is concentrated upon the ac- 
complishment of one great purpose. When one works at some- 
thing that he really loves, that work is divested of all drudgery 
and he cannot fail of making a success. . When one works at 
something simply as a means of providing the necessities of 
life, that man is indeed a slave with no hope in the world and 
nothing to look forward to but the end of an unhappy existence.
